This response is in regard to the Notice to Comply issued in the above referenced patent 
appUcation. While the Notice to Comply was mailed April 10, 2001, and set a one month period 
for response, a Petition to Reset Period for Reply Due to Late Receipt of PTO Action was filed 
August 30, 2001. The Petition requested that the time for reply to the Notice be reset to begin 
August 28, 2001. Thus, upon granting of the Petition, a reply to the Notice would be due 
September 28, 2001.
